ANTI-FREEZE CALI 
TO PROTECT PETS 


VETS in Sandwell have made calls for 
changes to be made to anti-freeze 
products, to help protect people’s 
pets from harm. 

Staff at White Cross Vets, based in Regent 
Street, Tividale, say they have treated several 
pets in the last few weeks who have ingested 
the sweet-tasting liquid and died from kidney 


failure as a result. 

They are now urging peo¬ 
ple to sign a petition calling 
on manufactures to add a 
bittering agent to make the 
taste less appealing to pets. 

Bonnie Leibowitch, Clinic 
Director at the practice, 
said: “We see too many poi¬ 
soned pets every year who 
are in distress after swal¬ 
lowing anti-freeze either as 
a terrible accident or a ma¬ 
licious act of cruelty. 

“The deadly ingredient 
Ethylene Glycol is highly 
toxic and because of its 
sweet taste it is especially 
appealing to pets but just 
one teaspoon is enough to 
kill a cat and a tablespoon 
will kill a dog. 

“If an accidental spill oc¬ 
curs and a pet either drinks 
or walks through the an¬ 
ti-freeze and then licks their 
paws it can kill them. 

“We have also seen cases 
where pets have been in¬ 
tentionally poisoned with 
food that has been soaked in 
antifreeze.“However, these 
cases could be prevented

if anti-freeze wasn’t sweet 
tasting.” 

Figures from the Veter¬ 
inary Poisons Information 
Service reveal Ethylene 
Glycol poisoning is the most 
common cause of death 
among pets on its database 
and 90 percent of cats that 
swallow antifreeze will die 
as a result. White Cross 
Vets says across its Midland 
practices, there have been 
33 cases in the last year. 

Fellow vet Naomi Foun¬ 
tain, whose pet cat Mischief 
died of anti-freeze poisoning 
in 2009, is petitioning the 
Government to change ex¬ 
isting laws. She said: “Cur¬ 
rently our petition has over 
20,000 signatures, and if 
we can stop just one person 
from going through what 
I did by raising awareness 
and encouraging change, we 
will have succeeded.”

£22m set 
as target 
for more 
cutbacks 

MORE than £20 milli on 
worth of cuts still have to be 
found at Sandwell Council 
sparking a fresh round of 
savings. The cash-strapped 
authority faces £41m of cuts 
for 2015 to 2017 after its 
central Government grants 
were reduced. 

But a new report says it 
now needs to find another 
£22m to meet budget re¬ 
quirements. To help decide 
where the axe will fall, 
council officials have come 
up with a programme called 
Facing the Future. The 
programme will encourage 
residents, organisations and 
businesses to have their say. 

Sandwell Council leader 
Darren Cooper says the 
priority will be to protect 
frontline services. “Fac¬ 
ing the Future is about an 
additional £22m on cut to 
our budget for 2015-17 on 
top of £41m cuts that we 
have already been forced to 
make for the same financial 
years,” he said. 

Facing the Future pro¬ 
gramme chiefs, Steve Hand- 
ley, and Phil Challoner, 
compiled a report to outline 
the council’s position for a 
key meeting which was due 
to be held yesterday. 

Areas for possible savings 
include health and social 
care budgets, and regenera¬ 
tion and growth budgets.

Congrave had denied in¬ 
tentionally delaying the 
delivery of postal packets 
or mailbags, but was found 
guilty after a trial in Octo¬ 
ber. He had told the court 
he suspected his ex-partner 
may have opened 14 of the 
letters found at his home. 

Miss Kerendeep Garcha, 
defending, said Congrave 
had not intentionally de¬ 
layed the posting of the let¬ 
ters. 

Congrave, now a fitter 
earning £250 per week, was 
given a six month prison 
sentence suspended for 12 
months. He was also or¬ 
dered to do 100 hours of 
unpaid work as part of a 12 
month supervision order 
and pay costs of £1,000 plus 
an £80 victim surcharge.

False observation reports nurse is struck off 


A NURSE who put patients at risk by mak¬ 
ing up false observation reports has been 
struck off. Tracey Billyard failed to carry 
out basic checks then falsified records to 
cover her tracks at Sandwell Hospital. 

Billyard was also caught on CCTV put¬ 
ting a patient’s casualty card in the clini¬ 
cal waste bin, the Nursing and Midwifery 
Council heard. She made up observation re¬ 
ports after two patients told a doctor their 
blood pressure and oxygen levels had not 
been taken. When confronted by a doctor 


the nurse replied: ‘Whatever’,the hearing 
was told. In one case a doctor examined a 
patient with a head injury and mentioned 
his blood pressure and pulse. 

The patient said no observations had 
been taken on May 31, 2012. Billyard in¬ 
sisted she had done them, but 20 minutes 
later the patient’s casualty card went miss¬ 
ing. CCTV footage showed Billyard taking 
it and disposing of it in a clinical waste bin, 
the tribunal heard. In a handwritten state¬ 
ment she said: “I was distracted because I 


was under pressure and had not done them, 
so I made them up.” 

She then said in a meeting: “I was so 
ashamed of what I did and wanted to erase 
it. I did not go straight home, I sat in Mc¬ 
Donald’s car park for about an hour.” 

Billyard resigned from her position two 
days before her disciplinary hearing on May 
1 last year. NMC panel chair Polly Clarke 
said: “Patients and their families must be 
able to trust nurses with their lives and 
the lives of their loved ones. To justify that 


trust, nurses must be honest and open and 
act with integrity. The panel considered 
that by documenting that she had per¬ 
formed observations on Patient A, Patient 
B and Patient D Ms Billyard exacerbated 
the risk of unwarranted harm to which she 
subjected them.” 

She was cleared of one count of falsifying 
patient observations as there was no case to 
answer. Her fitness to practice was found 
impaired by reason of misconduct and she 
was struck off. 


Drunk Polish wrong-way 
lorry driver is behind bars 


A DRUNK Polish lorry driver caught driv¬ 
ing the wrong way down the Black Country 
Route has been jailed and banned from the 
road for three years. 

Tomasz Kruchowski, aged 36, was spotted pulling 
out of a side road near The Keyway, in Willenhall, 
then down the ‘no entry’ lane by police officers on 
patrol along the A454 section of the route in his 40- 


ton articulated lorry. 

Miss Val Hart, prosecut¬ 
ing, told Walsall Magistrates 
Court on Tuesday that the 
driver was more than three 
times the drink drive limit 
when he was arrested in the 
early hours of Monday. 

Miss Hart told the court: 
“At about 2.15am officers 
were travelling eastbound 
along the Black Country 
Route travelling from Wil¬ 
lenhall to Wolverhampton. 

“They saw an HGV ar¬ 
ticulated lorry emerge the 
wrong way from a no entry 
side road and drive onto the 
route. It was travelling west¬ 
bound on the eastbound car¬ 
riageway heading towards 
oncoming traffic.“The vehi¬ 
cle was a large trailer and 
tractor unit and fully laden. 
It has a mass allowance of 
40 tons.” 

She added: “Having ap¬ 
proached the driver it was 
clear that he had been 
drinking alcohol, his eyes 
were glazed and red, he 
was unsteady on his feet 
and smelt strongly of intox¬ 
icants. He was arrested for 
driving whilst unfit. The 
Black Country Route was

closed to other vehicles 
and the lorry was driven 
at a slow speed along the 
carriageway as it was too 
long to be turned around.” 
Speaking through an inter¬ 
preter Kruchowski said he 
lived in Poland. 

He admitted one offence 
of driving with excess al¬ 
cohol on November 24. He 
gave a reading of 118 micro¬ 
grammes in a 100 millilitres 
of breath after his arrest. 
The legal limit is 35 micro¬ 
grammes. 

Mr Ravi Dev, defending, 
said Kruchowski would 
most certainly lose his job if 
he was sent to prison. “My 
client would say that he is 
very sorry for what he has 
done.”He said the driver 
lived with his mother and 
had been driving to the UK 
for four years. 

Judge Mr Michael Morris 
told the defendant he would 
not give him a suspended 
sentence. He jailed him for 
eight week and banned Kru¬ 
chowski from driving for 
three years.

Mrs Lawrence, who works as a 
ward service officer at Sandwell 
Hospital, said: “I could have cried 
I was so shocked and upset.” 

She says she is now having to 
re-buy a number of gifts, includ¬ 
ing £120 worth of Xbox games. 
“Gifts can be replaced but I have 
lost a number of trinket boxes 
from family holidays, nothing can 
replace those. It could have been 
much worse. It isn’t very long 
since I decorated my bedroom.” 

It is believed the damage to her 
ceiling was caused when water 
from the draining system outside 
her home leaked into her ceiling 
causing it to fall through. 

Mrs Lawrence says she reported 
the cracks to the council twice last 
year, but towards the end of Sep¬ 
tember this year, the second crack 
progressed, going from one and a 
half inches to 1ft long. 

Councillor Mahboob Hussain, 
said: “We have arranged for a 
roofing contractor to deal with 
the leak problem. As soon as those 
repairs have been fixed we will be

But all the 
descriptions I have seen stress that users have to opt-in to 
the system in order to receive messages. You don’t recall 
opting-in? I would hazard a guess that it was somewhere 
in the terms and conditions, that vast mass of legal bumf 
that nobody ever bothers to read. In fact, let’s have a Na¬ 
tional T&C Day when everybody refuses to sign up to any¬ 
thing on the internet without first thoroughly reading every 
single paragraph of the terms and conditions. The system 
would crash. 

ON the bodge-it-yourself website DlYnot, the conver¬ 
sation turns to the difficulty of finding good tradespeople 
in London. A contributor in the capital writes enviously: 
“Outside London all the people are well suited to manual 
labour. They all wear wellingtons and drive to work on trac¬ 
tors.” Yup, that’s us. 

STRANGE times. It used to be the rule that anyone be¬ 
coming prime minister would 
be more unpopular during his 
term in Downing Street than 
at any other time in his life. 
How times change. Weird Ed 
is record-breakingly unpopu¬ 
lar before he gets anywhere 
near No 10 and Tony Blair, 
the multi-millionaire bringer- 
of-peace, is even more de¬ 
tested today than when he 
was in residence. 

THE tear-jerking Sains- 
bury’s yuletide advert, set in 
the Christmas Truce of 1914, 
has obviously been working its sentimental magic. A con¬ 
tributor to one of the national newspapers implores us: 
“Should we not have compassion for the thousands of Ger¬ 
man soldiers, also sons, fathers and brothers?” I can see 
why someone might want to extend remembrance to the 
amiable, photogenic young German soldiers in the Sains- 
bury’s ad. But what about their comrades who ransacked 
the Belgian city of Louvain, torched its priceless medie¬ 
val library and executed hundreds of civilians, including 
women and children? Do they, too, deserve a place in our 
hearts and a chunk of our Sainsbury chocolate? And what 
about Hitler’s death squads, or today’s enemy, the Taliban 
and their fellow beheaders, the Islamic State? Are they all 
to be remembered with compassion, too? If not, why not? 
The moment we start extending compassion to all our ene¬ 
mies is the moment we put our soldiers on the same moral 
level as Jihadi John. Not in my name, thanks. 

INCIDENTALLY, there’s not much evidence that a foot¬ 
ball match was played between German and British sol¬ 
diers during the 1914 truce. Most accounts describe 
the soldiers exchanging gifts, showing each other family 
photos and talking about football. No matter. The image 
of a football match is so powerful that it is remorselessly 
passing into history without the need for any historical ev¬ 
idence. It should have happened, so let us tell the kids it 
did happen.

Schools in £450k bid for dining hall 


TWO schools struggling to provide 
meals without disrupting lessons 
are bidding for £450,000 to bring 
their kitchen and dining facilities 
up to scratch. 

Lutley Primary School in Hale¬ 
sowen and Netherton C of E Pri¬ 
mary are both looking to secure 
cash for the work. Education bosses 
said both schools are having to run 
‘excessively long’ lunch hours. A 
new dining hall will be created at 


Lutley Primary, which will free up 
the main hall, which is being used 
at lunchtime, for PE lessons. 

The school is applying for a grant 
of £230,000 from the Department 
for Education towards the project. 

Netherton CE Primary is apply¬ 
ing for £220,000 to install a new 
kitchen. Bosses say it will end the 
need for all meals to be brought 
into school through a teaching area. 
Dudley’s children’s services boss 


Councillor Tim Crumpton said: “We 
have two schools who are unable to 
deliver the free school meal initia¬ 
tive without significant disruption 
to the school day.” 

“The bid will be submitted to 
request total capital funding of 
£450,000, £230,000 of the capital 
funding will be used to provide a 
new dining hall at Lutley Primary 
School to enable delivery of hot 
meals and reduce disruption to the 


school curriculum. 

“The bid will also be submitted 
to request £220,000 capital funding 
to install a new kitchen at Nether¬ 
ton C of E Primary school to ensure 
that hot meals can be provided 
on site reducing disruption to the 
school curriculum and resolving 
health and safety issues,” he added. 

Since September all infant chil¬ 
dren have been entitled to free 
meals. 


School pays tribute to 
'shining light' Lauryn

THEY came together to line 
their school grounds in sol¬ 
emn tribute to their friend 
and fellow pupil who died 
after her brave fight with 
cancer. 

Friends stood to pay their 
respects to Oldbury Academy 
pupil Lauryn Wray-Lee as the 
funeral cortege arrived on Mon¬ 
day morning. 

The 15-year-old, of Primrose Hill, 
Smethwick, died earlier this month 
after a three-year battle with can¬ 
cer. Lauryn had Wilms disease - a 
form of cancer affecting the kidneys. 

A horse-drawn carriage leading 
the funeral cortege arrived to take 
Lauryn on a final journey through 
the school grounds in Pound Road, 
Oldbury. She had always loved 
horses and her family wanted that 
to be reflected in the funeral proces¬ 
sion. Students from across all year 
groups stood in tribute as the pro¬ 
cession passed through the school 
grounds. 

Friends 

Pink and red balloons, many 
featuring personal tributes from 
friends, were also released in her 
memory. Other flowers and balloons 
were laid and tied around benches 
at the school. 

Deputy headteacher Leigh Moore 
said Lauryn was ‘bubbly and pop¬ 
ular’ and ‘touched the lives of so 
many children here at the school’. 

“Lauryn was a shining light,” 
said Miss Moore. Lauryn’s older sis¬ 
ter Danielle said ‘cancer never took 
her smile away’ and that the fam¬ 
ily were devastated by her death. 
Family members decided not to tell 
Lauryn the extent of her plight in 
her final weeks saying that the hope 
helped keep her looking forward. 
Lauryn loved music, make up and 
having her nails done and dreamed 
of leaving school to become an entre¬ 
preneur and have her own business. 
In May 2011, Lauryn fainted while 
at school and was subsequently di¬ 
agnosed with a Wilms tumour. She 



was referred to Birmingham Chil¬ 
dren’s Hospital and started chemo¬ 
therapy within weeks. 

She had an operation to remove 
the tumour and continued chemo¬ 
therapy for another eight months. 

Shortly afterwards doctors were 
able to deliver the news that the 
treatment had been successful and 
Lauryn was in remission for six 
months. But during a routine fol¬ 
low-up appointment, a scan showed 
that the tumour had returned and 
had also reached the schoolgirl’s 
lungs. 

She was forced into long stays 
at the children’s hospital which in¬ 
cluded an intense 28-week course of 
chemotherapy. 

Lauryn had a second operation 


in August where part of her lung 
was removed and the doctors said 
she was in remission for five weeks. 
But in September the tumour had 
returned again. It was almost cov¬ 
ering her lungs and doctors had to 
inform the family that her condition 
was terminal. 

Danielle said: “Cancer never took 
her smile away. If you didn’t know 
her you wouldn’t have known that 
she was ill.” 

Lauryn, who was a keen dancer, 
was also a big fan of the film mu¬ 
sical Grease. Friends and teachers 
had hoped to host a party for her 
themed on the film before she died. 
Some of her friends intended to 
dress up as the Pink Ladies from 
Grease in her honour. 


Her family said Oldbury Academy 
had been very supportive through¬ 
out her three-year treatment. 

Danielle said her sister had taken 
a lot of strength from her friends 
which helped keep her positive. 

Family members now want to 
thank MacMillian Cancer Support 
for all its help and the Dream Trust 
which helped provide Lauryn with 
happy holidays to the seaside, in¬ 
cluding trips to Blackpool and West¬ 
on-super-Mare. Lauryn is survived 
by her parents - Caroline and Spen¬ 
cer - and siblings Danielle, 25, Jor¬ 
dan, 20, Tiegan, nine, Brooklyn, six, 
and 18-month-old Rio. Her funeral 
was held at Holy Trinity Church, 
Smethwick, followed by a service at 
Sandwell Crematorium. 


Details on 
project to 
deal with 
flooding 

DETAILS of a multi-million 
pound scheme to protect a 
popular beauty spot will be 
explained at a drop-in event 
next month. 

The Environment Agency 
will spend £20million on 
a plan to reduce risks 
from flooding to people in 
Sandwell. It will also aim to 
protect the Sandwell Valley 
and farm attraction Forge 
Mill Farm. 

The agency is inviting 
residents to find out more 
about the scheme at an 
event at Forge Mill Farm 
Shop, in Forge Lane, on De¬ 
cember 2 from 10am to 4pm. 

So far, the agency has 
said the project will see an 
increase in capacity at the 
Forge Mill flood storage 
area. 

The scheme was designed 
following incidents of major 
flooding along the River 
Tame, including in June and 
July in 2007. 

Project manager Rachel 
Kelly said: “Our proposed 
designs will offer a reduc¬ 
tion in flood risk to hun¬ 
dreds of properties along a 
14km stretch of river, in¬ 
cluding the communities of 
Perry Barr and Witton. 

“Our new design also of¬ 
fers excellent potential to 
deliver environmental im¬ 
provements in the Sandwell 
Valley area at Forge Mill.”

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Ring and 
ride fees 
to rise as 
finds cut 

RING and ride buses 
are having their funding 
slashed by £700,000 - with 
fares to use them in the 
evening set to double. 

Council leaders in the 
West Midlands will give £7.8 
million to run the service 
next year, down from £8.5m 
paid for the current year. 

It will mean the £1 fare 
for using the service after 
7pm will go to £2. 

But the Sunday service 
scrapped this year will be 
brought back in, with a £2 
charge. The £1 for using it 
Monday to Friday before 
7pm will be fixed. 

Around 22,000 people use 
the door to door minibuses, 
operated by charity West 
Midlands Special Needs 
Transport. 

It runs across Wolver¬ 
hampton, Sandwell, Dudley, 
Walsall, Birmingham, Cov¬ 
entry and Solihull. 

Earlier this year the 60p 
fare went up to £1 in an¬ 
other wave of cuts. 

The service risked losing 
all its subsidy completely 
and bosses had considered 
charges pensioners and dis¬ 
abled people an annual fare. 

The new cuts are expected 
to result in 160,000 trips a 
year. 

The review of the ser¬ 
vice was led by Councillor 
Darren Cooper, leader of 
Sandwell Council. 

Witness plea 
after attack 

A MAN was punched and 
kicked by three attackers as 
he tried to prevent them en¬ 
tering his partner’s home. 

The incident happened in 
Meadow Walk, Old Hill, on 
Sunday, November 16, at 
around 10.50pm. 

The attackers tried to 
force entry and pushed the 
37-year-old to the floor, 
where he was punched and 
kicked. When his fiancee 
came to confront the intrud¬ 
ers they ran off. 

Ambulance crews were 
sent but the man needed 
no further treatment. 
Sandwell Police want wit¬ 
nesses to call 101. 

Care home plan 

FIFTY jobs could be created 
at a residential care home 
off Harvest Road, Rowley 
Regis. Sandwell Communi¬ 
ty Caring Trust has permis¬ 
sion to build a 62-bed home 
but is seeking to amend the 
proposals to accommodate 
81 adults, giving priority to 
older people with dementia. 


Temporary dash of colour as HQ takes shape

BRINGING a temporary splash of colour to 
the Black Country, the new headquarters 
of the West Bromwich Building Society are 
rapidly taking shape. 

Giant, eye-catching red and blue panels 
have been installed on the outer walls of the 
five-storey complex, at Providence Plaza off 
The Expressway. 

However, they will soon be covered up 
with the final white and terracotta exterior. 

When completed next year, the 70,000 
sq ft new landmark site will cater for 700 
staff. Bosses say the exterior work to the 
building should be finished by the end of 


this year. The whole project remains on 
course to be completed on fitting out the 
new headquarters by next spring. 

West Bromwich chief executive Jonathan 
Westhoff described the new complex as ‘im¬ 
pressive’ and said it was a ‘fitting building 
to take the society forward’. 

The development site is close to the £200 
million flagship New Square shopping pre¬ 
cinct. 

The new building will include state-of- 
the-art ventilation, heating and lighting 
control systems to minimise energy con¬ 
sumption. When finished the building will 


replace the West Brom’s current headquar¬ 
ters in the High Street, where it has been 
based since 1978. 

The new building will also house an ad¬ 
ministration centre offering direct services 
for West Brom savings accounts, mortgages 
and investments and will support the socie¬ 
ty’s network of 37 branches. 

Birmingham-based Associated Architects 
was appointed to design the new building. 

The original plan for the society’s expan¬ 
sion was to move hundreds of staff to the 
Point North development at The Water¬ 
front, close to Merry Hill shopping centre. 


MP wants national inquiry

LABOUR MP Tom Watson has stressed that 
a national investigation into historical allega¬ 
tions of organised child sexual abuse must 
be set up.

Transport 

strategy 

A 10-YEAR plan for trans¬ 
port in the West Midlands is 
to be drawn up. 

The leaders of the seven 
West Midlands metropolitan 
councils and the region’s 
three Local Enterprise Part¬ 
nerships are already work¬ 
ing together on initiatives 
to increase economic output, 
jobs and housing. But they 
say they need to improve 
transport links to make the 
most of the HS2 rail link. 

The seven leaders, who to¬ 
gether with representatives 
from the three LEPs make 
up the West Midlands Inte¬ 
grated Transport Authority 
(ITA), agreed to draw up a 
strategic transport plan. 

Walsall, Sandwell, Dud¬ 
ley, Birmingham, Coventry 
and Solihull councils are 
also part of the group. 


But he says new alle¬ 
gations, including claims 
of the rape and murder of 
young boys by a network 
of VIP paedophiles, go far 
beyond what he originally 
spoke of.

Mr Watson said: “I’m 
concerned that if we end up 
with multiple police investi¬ 
gations evidence could slip 
through the net.

Shocking 

Detectives examining 
allegations of historic sex 
abuse with links to govern¬ 
ment have launched a new 
investigation into ‘possible 
homicide’. 

Writing on his website Mr 
Watson said: “The allega¬ 
tions of cruelty, torture and 
murder are truly shocking. 

“It is vital the police 
quickly establish the 
facts.It’s such a disturbing 
allegation. 

“We are at a point where 
the Government should con¬ 
sider a national police in¬ 
quiry made up of specialists 
from around the country. 

“It is unfair to ask police 
in London alone to inves¬ 
tigate alleged crimes that 
took place in many regions 
of the UK. 

“I am writing to the 
Prime Minister to make this 
request.”

TWENTY-SEVEN police stations 
across the West Midlands are 
set to close their front counters 
over the next year in an effort to 
save £3m. 

Under the plans, only just 10 
will remain open, with only one 
of those remaining open round 
the clock. 

For the first time in living mem¬ 
ory, towns like Walsall and Dud¬ 
ley will have no police station 
where members of the public 
can walk in for help. 

If you need to call into a po¬ 
lice station in Wolverhampton 
or West Bromwich after 10pm, 
forget it. 

Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner David Jamieson, says the 
front desks are a throwback from 
a bygone age, and that the world 
has moved on. 

“Ninety-five per cent of people 
have mobile phones now, and 
can contact the police from an¬ 
ywhere,” he says. 

“Research shows that very 
few people are visiting front 
desks and prefer to phone the 
police or use the internet rather 
than go to a police station.” 

It really is hard to know where 
to start with all that. 

I’m sure he’s right most people 
would prefer to avoid calling into 
a police station unless they really 
have to. 

Indeed I’m fairly sure, that in 
an ideal world, most of us would 
prefer never to need to have any 
dealings with the police at all. 
But it is nice to know they are 
there in case we need them. 

If 95 per cent of the population 
has a mobile phone, that means 
five per cent don’t have one. 

What about them? 

And, of course, contacting the 
police by phone these days in¬ 
variably means being redirected 
to a call centre miles away. 

And while 95 per cent may 
well have mobile phones, what 
happens when you have just 
been robbed of your phone in 
the city centre? 

□□□□ 

AND one other thing. Suppose 
you get pulled over by the police 
in your car, and they ask you to 
produce your documents the fol¬ 
lowing day. 

Will they be happy for you now 
to send them by text or email? 
Or will you now be expected to 
drive miles to find a police sta¬ 
tion which is still open? 

Just a thought. 



The fate of too many languages - Tower of Babel How do teachers cope with so many languages? 





It’s a real problem 
- in any language 



The number of children speaking English as a second language has soared 


With 140 languages being 
spoken in some regions it’s 
a nightmare for teachers, 
says NIGEL HASTILOW 

IT’S still called the Black Coun¬ 
try but perhaps we should re¬ 
name it the Babel Country - a 
place where so many languag¬ 
es are spoken nobody can un¬ 
derstand anyone else. 

It was recently revealed that at 
least 140 different languages are 
spoken in Sandwell’s schools, with 
130 recorded in Wolverhampton and 
50 in Dudley. 

Across the country it seems, accord¬ 
ing to Government figures, the number 
of schoolchildren speaking English as a 
second language has soared by a third in 
five years - to nearly one in five. 

How schools are supposed to cope with 
this is anybody’s guess. It must be a 
nightmare for teachers. 

Problem 

Even if they had a command of one 
or two foreign languages, few will have 
any chance of communicating with a 
child who speaks only Tagalog (spoken 
in the Philippines) or Ga (South Eastern 
Ghana). 

Sir Michael Wilshaw, the head of Of- 
sted, is warning that schools need more 
help to deal with the problem. 

He says: ‘When they’re faced with an 
influx of children from other countries, 
they need the resources and capacity to 
deal with it and if those resources aren’t 
there, that’s a big issue for government.’ 

The Government says it’s created 
260,000 more school places and is throw¬ 
ing billions at the problem. 

The simple answer would be to teach 
in, and speak only, English in our junior 
schools. That won’t happen, of course, so 
we will have to add more to the £120 bil¬ 


lion we have already spent on non-EU 
migrants since 1995. 

This is not fair on people who have 
been born and bred in Britain and 
whose families have paid their taxes 
here for generations. They don’t count. 
And if their children’s education is 
hampered because half their classmates 
can’t actually speak the lingo, that’s 
hard luck too. 

Parents will just have to get used to 
paying higher taxes to make sure we 
provide language specialists to help all 
these non-English speakers. 


There are dozens of jobs available for 
ESOL teachers. ESOL is the political- 
ly-correct acronym for what used to be 
called Teaching English as a Foreign 
Language. 

It stands for English for Speakers of 
Other Languages (the word ‘foreign’ is 
no doubt considered judgmental). Pay 
rates vary from £55 a day to £161. 

This advertisement for an ESOL 
teacher in Sandwell is typical: ‘This is 
an extremely important role as it will 
help shape the educational progress of 
pupils in the school and also make them 


more confident as they start their jour¬ 
ney in a new country.’ 

It’s nice Sandwell should want to 
make its pupils ‘more confident as they 
start their journey in a new country’ 
- but how do they come to be making 
that journey and why are they travel¬ 
ling without the language skills needed 
to survive? 

The absence of a serious policy on im¬ 
migration over the last couple of decades 
is clearly the main reason for this influx 
of children who can’t speak English. 

Let’s suppose, for the sake of argu¬ 
ment, that all these children are the 
offspring of legal immigrants. Suppose 
their parents reached these shores from 
Ghana, Nigeria and the Philippines 
without having to hang underneath a 
lorry or stow away in the back of some¬ 
one’s car. 

Assume 

Then it must be reasonable to assume 
the parents came here with a job to go 
to and some ability to make their way in 
this strange new world. 

So they must have some command of 
the English language otherwise how do 
they survive at work? How could they 
buy food or find accommodation? 

So why are parents not teaching their 
children English at home? They have 
moved to Britain to start a new life so 
they have a duty to do their best to as¬ 
similate. 

The first job is, surely, being able to 
communicate with the natives. Even if 
your neighbour is from Warsaw rather 
than Walsall, at least you might be able 
to talk to each other if you both know 
English. 

Better still, a knowledge of English 
won’t just allow immigrants to commu¬ 
nicate, it will inevitably teach them a 
little about the culture, values and way 
of life of the country they now live in. 

If they can speak English before they 
arrive but neglect to teach their children 
our language, it should not be a school’s 
job to remedy that.

AMID the anger over the planned 
closure of police station front 
desks, I have to feel a little bit 
sorry for David Jamieson. 

The West Midlands Police and 
Crime Commissioner was elect¬ 
ed into the role at enormous cost 
and on a measly low turnout. 

At £3.7 million and serving an 
electorate of about two million 
people it was one of the biggest 
and most expensive by-elec¬ 
tions ever. Yet while Labour’s Mr 
Jamieson won a decisive victory 
with more than 50 per cent of the 
votes cast, it was not the great¬ 
est moment for democracy. 

Barely one in 10 people both¬ 
ered to vote for who they wanted 
to fill a role few even understood. 

It showed that, almost two 
years on from when the role was 
created, not that many people 
wanted to accept the offer of 
greater political and democratic 
accountability within the force. 

This week a lot of people read 
the name David Jamieson. MPs 
from his own party are demand¬ 
ing he change a plan to shut the 
front desks of 27 police stations 
and reduce the opening hours of 
others. 

The argument in favour is that 
few people go to the police sta¬ 
tion in person now, preferring in¬ 
stead to communicate by phone 
or internet. But, inevitably, the 
talk turns to the £3 million sav¬ 
ing, coming as it does at a time 
of deep cuts in police funding. 

If there was no police and 
crime commissioner in the first 
place, there would have been no 
election and therefore no cost to 
the taxpayer. In short, that’s an¬ 
other year’s worth of front desks 
staying open. 

And before anyone gets all 
pedantic and points out that the 
election costs are met by the 
Home Office and the front desks 
by the police, just remember it’s 
all public money. The source of 
it, whether central or local gov¬ 
ernment, is you. 

Where I feel especially sorry 
for David Jamieson is how iso¬ 
lated he now appears within his 
own party. Of course his col¬ 
leagues in Parliament are keep¬ 
ing things professional. But they 
are all agreed this is a bad idea. 

They put on a united front by 
blaming the Government for the 
cuts, but the final decision on 
how to deal with them rests with 
the Commissioner. 

If he does give in to the de¬ 
mands of Westminster politi¬ 
cians it would call into question 
the whole point of the role. After 
all, why have a locally-elect¬ 
ed police commissioner if he 
changes his mind after petitions 
and letters from MPs? 

When Dudley Labour MP Ian 
Austin brought up the plan with 
William Hague in the Commons 
he was just told how satisfied 
people have been with the po¬ 
lice, effectively pushing respon¬ 
sibility back up to Mr Jamieson 
in his office in Birmingham. 

The review of front desks was 
started by Mr Jamieson’s prede¬ 
cessor Bob Jones, whose sud¬ 
den death triggered the by-elec¬ 
tion.

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Police station front desk 
closure bid sparks anger

MPS have reacted with an¬ 
ger to proposals to close 27 
front desks and reduce open¬ 
ing hours at police stations 
across the Black Country. 

West Midlands Police announced 
the move last week in a bid to save £3 
million. 

In total there will be 27 front offices 
across the region closed with more 
than 90 of the 170 jobs at risk. 

At least two MPs are writing to 
Police & Crime Commissioner David 
Jamieson calling for him to reverse 
the decision. 

Four police stations in Sandwell will 
close to the public. 

The front counters at Smethwick, 
Tipton, Wednesbury and Old Hill 
have been earmarked to shut during 
the next 12 months. 

Opening hours will also be reduced 
at West Bromwich to between 8am 
and 10pm. 

Review 

Some front offices could close within 
months with ones currently manned 
by PCSOs such as Tipton, Wednes¬ 
bury, Old Hill and Sedgley anticipated 
to be first to go to free up officers. 

Three front offices in Dudley bor¬ 
ough and two in Wolverhampton will 
be shut with others seeing reduced 
hours. Police chiefs say the propos¬ 
als to shut front counters follow an 
independent review which shows the 
majority of the public no longer visit 
stations and instead make phone calls, 
use the internet and social media to 
contact officers. 

Assistant Chief Constable Carl Foul- 
kes said: “The decision to close front 
offices has not been taken lightly.” 

It costs £5.5m to run the counters. 
Bosses insist there will be buzzer sys¬ 
tems at the front entrance to stations 
to enable the public to contact them. 


Dudley MP Ian Austin has launched 
a campaign to halt the closure of his 
town’s public counter. It would leave 
Dudley as the largest town in the 
country without a police station open 
to the public. 

He said: “This is what happens 
when the government cuts spending 
too quickly and too deeply. It is com¬ 
pletely unacceptable that a town the 


size of Dudley should have its police 
station closed to the public and I’ll be 
campaigning against these cuts. 

“I’m collecting signatures so we can 
send a clear message that these plans 
are dangerous and unwanted.”

£12.5111 homes on the 
way to meet demand 


DOZENS of new council homes 
will be built in Sandwell as part 
of a £12.5million scheme to meet 
the growing demand for proper¬ 
ties across the borough. 

Sandwell Council is looking at devel¬ 
oping sites around the borough during 
the next four years. 

Land earmarked for development in¬ 
cludes the former Bolton Court site in 
Ocker Hill and Tibbington Terrace, both 
in Tipton; Doulton Road, Rowley Regis and 
Kent Close in West Bromwich. A total of 
145 homes will be built. 

They will include 36 new council homes, 
seven at Tibbington Terrace and 29 at Kent 
Close. There will be a further 109 homes for 
private sale across the Boulton Court, Tib¬ 
bington Terrace and Doulton Road sites. 

Kter will develop the sites and build the 
council homes under licence for the council 
which will be added to Sandwell’s council 
housing stock. Funding to build the council 
homes has come from the council’s housing 
revenue account and receipts from coun¬ 
cil properties which have been sold under 
Right to Buy. 

The new council homes for rent will be 
built first with work expected to start in the 
New Year and scheduled for completion in 
2016, with the private properties scheduled 
to be on the market from 2016-2018. 

The deal will also create a number of con¬ 
struction training places and construction 
jobs for local people. 

Councillor Ian Jones, cabinet member 
for jobs and economy, said: “The demand 
for housing continues to grow in Sandwell. 
Working with Kier Partnership Homes, 
as out development partner on these sites 
means that we are able to replace some of 
the homes that we have lost from our own 
stock through Right to Buy. 

“There will also be a number of homes 
for private sale as well.” 

Chris King, managing director for Kier 
Partnership Homes, said: “We are excited 
and committed to continuing our partner¬ 
ships with Sandwell Council.”

Children reminded of 
ex-pupils' war deaths 



Springfield Primary youngsters join chairman of governors Jim Williams 


CHILDREN at a Rowley Regis 
school are reminded of the 
loss of 33 ex-pupils and six 
teachers in the First World 
War. 

Buried in graves around the 
world, from Tanzania to Israel, 
their stories reveal the magnitude 
of the Great War. 

They also show the undoubted suf¬ 
fering for the men’s families, with 
16 of the men never found and pro¬ 
nounced missing. 

Current pupils at Springfield Pri¬ 
mary, in Dudley Road, are reminded 
of their loss in the form of a marble 
tablet, which features all the names of 
the ex-pupils and teachers. 

It was placed in a school corridor 
four years ago, having been moved 
from Springfield Junior School in Dal¬ 
ton Road, which amalgamated with 
the infant school in 2000. 

Letters 

This term, the pupils have been re¬ 
searching the names on the memorial 
as part of their history project. A tent 
has been put up outside to replicate a 
trench. Pupils are also penning letters, 
as if they were writing home from the 
war front. 

Headteacher Sue Powis said: “Chil¬ 
dren are aware of the current wars, be 
it from coverage on television or in the 
newspapers. But it is important for 
us to remember the past, not just the 
current.” 

Miss Powis positioned the tablet to 
a prominent place in a school corridor 
near the reception. 

She said: “Communities were left 
devastated by the loss of these men 
and it is only right we remember those 
people. 

“It was at the old school building 


on display. After the move we had it 
worked on by a stone mason and then 
moved across here. Research is being 
carried out into each name, and the 
pupils are involved in this.” 

For most the names, the school just 
have details on which regiment they 
served in, where they died and where 


a grave or memorial is located. The 
ex-pupils range in age from 19 to 34, 
while the teachers from 23 to 27. Most 
of them died in France or Belgium. 

For remembrance day, crosses with 
poppies were laid in front of the me¬ 
morial to mark every man who died. 
A service was also held in the school.

THE cost of factory clo¬ 
sures, investments and re¬ 
financing has dragged West 
Midlands-based Boparan, 
parent company of the 2 
Sisters food group, to a full- 
year pre-tax loss of £143.3 
million. 

But sales for the 12 
months to August 2 soared 
to £3.41 billion, boosted 
by the group’s takeover of 
the Vion UK’s poultry and 
red meat businesses, from 
£2.88bn the previous year. 

Like-for-like sales were 
up 2.4 per cent.

Regeneration plan prompts 
mosque redevelopment bid 


A MOSQUE and Islamic centre in Smethwick 
may soon be knocked down and rebuilt as a 
three-storey place of worship. 

The Masjid and Bangladeshi Islamic Centre, which 
is based in converted industrial units in Lewisham 
Road, is a currently one-storey building. Plans are 
now in the pipeline for its demolition. 

In its place there would be a golden aluminium fronted 


building with facilities in¬ 
cluding classrooms, an IT 
suite, gym and a prayer hall. 

The main building would 
be created from darker brick 
and concrete with large 
glass windows on the front. 

Officials say it would be 
split into two parts linked 
by a central glazed atrium. 

Classrooms 

Areas for dining, the gym 
and IT facilities will be ac¬ 
commodated within the 
brick-built building with 
circular windows to allow 
light inside. 

Bosses behind the scheme 
say the second building con¬ 
tains classrooms, meeting 
rooms, prayer hall and as¬ 
sociated washrooms and toi¬ 
lets. In a report to Sandwell 
Council, centre leaders say 
they have consulted with 
the community as part of 
the design process. 

The decorative gold 
screen serves several pur¬ 
poses and will form part of 
the outside of the frontage

with Islamic religious and 
cultural-inspired designs. 

Mosque officials said it 
been created in light of a 
major multi-million regen¬ 
eration scheme planning in 
Smethwick. Work is due to 
start within weeks on the 
£42 million Brindley Village 
II regeneration scheme that 
sits on the nearby canal. 

Almost 200 homes and 
properties would be built 
with shops, roads and open 
spaces created on a 12-acre 
site around Lewisham Road, 
Mafeking Road and the Bir¬ 
mingham Mainline canal. 

In the report, consultants 
on behalf of the mosque 
leaders, said: “The draft 
Planning and Design brief 
for Brindley II highlights 
the site as being an ‘impor¬ 
tant focal point’ at the en¬ 
trance to the development, 
and that the site is a ‘key 
opportunity for a major 
landmark building’.”

war veteran honoured 
and humbled by award 


GRAHAM Stevenson was so 
eager to join the Army he 
lied about his age when he 
signed up. 

The soldier boy was just 16 when 
he enlisted, but told the recruitment 
officer he was 18. The officer called 
him a ‘good lad’ and he was enrolled 
on December 11, 1941. 

“To serve in any way was a privi¬ 
lege,” says the veteran from Walsall 
who has now been awarded the pres¬ 
tigious Legion of Honour medal for his 
service during the Second World War. 

Now aged 89, he was notified by 
the Ministry Of Defence that he was 
to receive the award from France, of¬ 
ficially titled the Chevalier de l’Ordre 
national de la Legion d’Honneur and 
said it was a ‘complete surprise’ but 
one he was very proud of. 

As a teenager, Mr Stevenson signed 
up first to the Royal Armoured Corps. 
The young soldier was sent to Catter- 
ick in North Yorkshire for training 
before he was deployed to the Middle 
East. Mr Stevenson, of Rushall, re-

calls: “It took six weeks to get there 
on a boat called The Empress of Japan. 

“I worked as an anti-aircraft gunner 
while on-board. I was sent to Cairo and 
we fought across the Western desert in 
Libya, and the historic region of Trip- 
olitana. 

“We finished in Tunisia where we 
finally beat the African core and the 
Italians.” 

He came home that December just 
before his 19th birthday and was sent 
to fight at Normandy in June 1944 
with the Sherwood Rangers Yeo¬ 
manry. While in France he was shot. 
Mr Stevenson said: “I was injured on 
July 11, 1944 in Tilly-sur-Seulles. 
I was outside my tank when I had a 
burst of machine gun fire through my 
right arm and that was the end of it for 
me. I have a very clear memory of that 
day. I very nearly died.” 

The solider was taken to a casualty 


clearing station. While there, he had a 
transfusion for five pints of blood. 

Once he was strong enough, Mr Ste¬ 
venson was flown back to the UK and 
spent six months in hospital in Wol¬ 
verhampton after arriving on a train 
ambulance. 

He was allowed home on November 
19 and was later discharged from the 
Army in 1945, classed as disabled due 
to his arm injuries. He had a tendon 
transplant and went back to work in a 
central wages office where he met his 
wife, Ella. 

The couple wed in March 1946 and 
were married for 62 years. Mrs Steven¬ 
son died six years ago. 

Over the decades, Mr Stevenson has 
donated blood 67 times and has been a 
poppy seller for 65 years. He has also 
spent time visiting hospital patients 
and has been returning to Normandy 
for the past 10 years. 

He now proudly has five British 
medals, one French medal and a Year 
of the Volunteer Medal. Of the Legion 
of Honour, he said: “I am very pleased, 
it brought back a lot of memories.”

Eating out with Steven 
and tucking into a

WHEN it comes to choosing a meal with 
Lewis Carrington - the natural funnyman 
from Wednesfield who won the hearts of the 
nation in TV documentary Grimefighters - 
the choice is simple. 

Before reading the menu, the charismatic 
former refuse collector, declares: “I’ll have a 
steak, with chips. They do serve steak, don’t 
they? I don’t normally bother with the salad, 
but it looks healthy doesn’t it?” 

With an obliging selection of food, the 
Crown at Wergs, Wolverhampton, serves 
up a 28-day dry-aged Casterbridge rib-eye, 
with chunky chips, crispy onions and rocket.

Burchell Dip CDT RCS(Eng) GDC 108353 
gets the full-on Lew treatment - and it’s not 
long before the man who topped 1,500 fans 
on the Grimefighters’ Facebook website is 
sharing his inimitable tales. 

“There’s a rugby player I know, who lost his 
ears - it can get a bit rough (you look like a 
rugby player yourself, Steve). 

“Anyway, he went to the doctors, who said 
if he’s have brought the ears to him he could 
have sewn them back on. 

“No worries, though . . . come back later 
and I’ll get you a couple, he said. 

“So he did and there waiting to be attached 
was dog’s ear and a pig’s ear. 

“You’ll be alright,” says the doc, “just cover 


‘em up with your hair and come back in a 
week. 

“On his return, the doc asks how he was 
getting on. 

“Well, my dog ear’s brilliant I can hear stuff 
from miles away ... but with the pig’s ear I 
keep getting a lot of.. . crackling.” 

Absolutely perfect 

But the laughter momentarily dies as Lew 
recalls past restaurant meals.

F ashion may come and go, but 
one constant in the UK is our 
obsession with the weather. 
Maybe it’s the fact that as an island so 
small we don’t generate our own 
weather systems but have to make do 
with cast-offs from other countries. 

In a new series, Richard Hammond 
will be revealing the hidden secrets at 
the heart of some of the world’s most 
extreme weather, experiencing 
extraordinary phenomena first-hand. 

Okay, some of the dialogue may be 
a little redundant, such as “Wherever 
you live on the planet, weather 
shapes your world.” 

That aside, Hammond will be 
‘stripping weather back to its basics; 
and in this wind-centric opener he 
explains how wind begins. 

He kicks things off with another spot 
of slightly awkward dialogue: ‘There is 
a powerful, invisible force that moves 
around us, almost unnoticed...” 

Hmmm. While the script could have 
done with more levity in the Top Gear 
vein, WWWRH excels in the visuals 
department, whether it’s glorious high 
definition cloudscapes or obligatory 
shots of devastation. 


There are some scenes which look 
like a mash up of Twister and The 
Dark Knight as Hammond attempts to 
measure the speed of a tornado. 

His journey starts in New 
Hampshire, USA. 

You might think of the region as a 
world of sunshine, russet leaves in the 
autumn and moneyed Americans 
enjoying expensive past times. 

However, the state can also look like 
something from the Arctic as 
Hammond discovers when he braves 
temperatures of -45C on top of Mount 
Washington. 

On April 12,1934, the local weather 
station measured one of the fastest 
wind speeds ever recorded on land: 
231 mph. 

Remarkably, winds in the area hit 
hurricane force more than 100 days in 
the year. 

Going outside is not advisable 
unless you’re covered from head to 
toe in well insulated protective gear. 
And don’t forget your goggles, unless 
you want frozen eyeballs. 

Given the fact a light wind on your 
face measures around 5mph; 15mph 


is enough to turn an umbrella inside 
out; 45mph can wreck a garden fence, 
and 55mph can bring a shed down, 
the sight of Hammond in 65 to 85mph 
winds is enough to make you put an 
extra bar on the fire. 

A good job there’s subtitles as 
our host struggles to get his words 
out. Just a pity he doesn’t tie his hat 
on. 

Later, there’s an experiment to 
create a fire whirlwind, and a tense 
moment when it looks like a pricey 
camera may have been lost in the 
vertical inferno. 

Clearly a glutton for punishment, 
Richard decides to stand in the middle 
of a man-made tornado at the 
‘WindEEE’ Research Institute in 
Canada. It’s the only place on Earth 
which can duplicate the dynamics of a 
tornado. 

Little wonder Hammond gets 
goosebumps, and not just because 
he’s a bit chilly. 

If this leaves you hungry for more, 
don’t miss next week’s edition when 
‘Hamster’ attempts to capture a cloud 
in the hope of seeing how much it 
weighs. Yes, really.

Meriva has 
appeal for 
family car 
purchasers

It used to be so difficult. You wanted a vehicle 
with decent economy that could do the family 
duties, yet had something about it when you 
pressed the throttle pedal. Trying to square 
those requirements for a reasonable budget 
could tie even the most knowledgeable car 
enthusiast in knots. 

These days things are a whole lot easier. If you 
want to know how easy, just go to a Vauxhall dealer 
and cajole them into lending you a Meriva 1.6 CDTi 
diesel. It’s a car that’s been steadily improved over 
the course of its lifetime, but replacing the old 1.7-litre 
diesel lump with a smaller but more modern, power¬ 
ful and economical engine has given this particular 
Meriva real appeal for family buyers. 

Developing a healthy 136PS, this Euro6-compliant motor 
serves up a supersized 320Nm of torque at just 2,000rpm, 
which lends it a hugely muscular feel. In fact this Meriva will 
get to 62mph in just 9.9 seconds and Vauxhall has worked 
at improving the quality of the six-speed manual gearshift 
so that changes are slicker and gear engagement more re¬ 
assuring. 

Refinement at speed is a notable strong point, with the 
engine only really becoming vocal at around 4,000rpm, at 
which point you will have probably upshifted anyway. 

This facelifted second generation Meriva gets a revised 
grille, but the chrome accents that frame the front fog lamps 
aren’t so obvious. The headlights now feature an ‘eagle-eye’ 
graphic. For the first time, LED daytime running lights and 
LED tail lights are available as an option. If you’re in the 
mood to tick options boxes, you can also pay extra for some 
18-inch alloy wheels. 

The Meriva still differentiates itself from its many rivals via 
its rear-hinged back doors. The advantage of this design 
comes when entering and exiting the vehicle as the doors 
open to an angle of almost 90 degrees and you can step 
straight out unhindered. 

It also helps parents when they’re strapping the kids in or 
fitting child car seats because there’s no door in the way to 
manoeuvre around. 


Plusher 

The interior itself is based around the FlexSpace seating 
system which allows the rear seats to fold down and slide 
individually. 

Splitting the cabin on the plusher models is the FlexRail, 
a pair of metal runners between the front seats that various 
modular storage bins and arm-rests can be clipped to and 
slid along. 

It’s all very clever but those who have a thing for plastics 
quality might feel that some parts of the Meriva’s cabin - 
especially rearwards from the front seats - show clear signs 
of cost-cutting. 

Still, that’s the case with many of its rivals. 

Whereas you used to have legions of trim level variations 
to wade through, with this 1.6-litre CDTi, things are more 
straightforward. You either pay just over £19,000 and buy 
the S trim or you pay just over £21,000 and bag yourself the 
SE specification. 

The S isn’t badly finished with an ESP-plus electronic sta¬ 
bility control system, twin front airbags, an electric parking 
brake, a CD/MP3 CD player/stereo radio with USB and AUX- 
in socket, electric front windows, electrically adjustable and 
heated door mirrors, remote central deadlocking and front 
side airbags. 

Go for the up-spec SE version and you’ll find a panoramic 
glass sunroof, 17-inch alloy wheels, folding seatback trays 
and under-seat drawers, a trip computer, cruise control, 
curtain airbags, leather trim for the steering wheel and gear 
shifter and heating for both the seats and the wheel. 

Calculations 

There are many MPV or SUV owners who have looked 
at the cost of petrol and diesel derivatives of the same 
car, done the calculations and decided that based on the 
amount of miles they do, they’d never justify the additional 
expense of the diesel variant. 

So they buy the petrol model and soon come to realise 
that the torque deficit you get with entry-level petrol engines 
requires you to flog them really hard to make progress. They 
look at their economy figures and then realise the error of 
their ways. They should have bought a car like this Meriva 
1.6 CDTi. 

Emissions are also kept well in check at just 116g/km 
which, like the economy figure, is even better than the lowly 
1.3-litre CDTi diesel engine you can also have fitted in your 
Meriva. 

Residual values ought to be strong as well, with many 
buyers being attracted to the Meriva range’s best and most 
economical powerplant.
